THE YUNNAN RAILWAY. 
A Valley of Death. 

In_view_of the terrible allegations that 
have been made in Shanghai recently 
againat the French in connection with the 
Yunnan railway, it is interesting to read 
what Mr A. Wilson, Assistant in Charge of 
the Imperini Customs at Mengtsz has to 
say in hia report for 1905 rogarding the 
manner in which coolies nre treated. 

Mr Wilson writes: The construction 
of the railway between Lakai and Yun- 
nan-fu—that. great enterprise to which all 
wall-wishers of Yunnan lock forward as 
the one means of permitting this province 
to take her proper place in the markets of 
the world—has been perseveringly pushod 
forward in the fage of great difficulties, 
both climatic and economic. 

Tho vile climate of the Nan-hsi Valley 
has levied a henvystoll on those who have 
dared to open up ita primeval jungles and 
gullies. The death rate among the coolies 
imported from various parte of the Empire 
and put to work in this dreaded valloy, 
may, without exaggeration, be estimated 

. at 5,000, or 70 per cent, of the total num- 
ber employed on that particular section of 
the line. The company has made praise- 
worthy eflorts to counteract the evils of 
tho dlimate “in this valley. They have 
constracted a large number of suitable 
dwellings beth for forvigners and natives, | 
and have doubled the number of hogpitals,
